Bucks Boom Raises 
Real Estate Values, 
Population Figures

The financial effect of the boom in Lower Bucks County 
is reflected at year's end with an approximate 700 percent in­ 
crease in the area's assessed valuation since the trigger was 
pulled in 1951. 
The county tax office reports an 
assessed valuation on property in 
Lower Bucks at about 1343,398,000. 
Four years ago the valuation was 
some $42.MlOtoon. 
In the same period tbs popula­ 
tion figures climbed some 40.000 
to approximately 101,013 in Low­ 
er Rucks. 
Big factors in the soaring figures 
are the Fairless Works construc­ 
tion and operation by U. 8. Steel 
In Falls Township, and the Fair­ 
less Hills and Levittown housing 
projects. 
Construction of the 1400.000,000 
Fairless Works which began Mar. 
I, IH I has been completed and the 
plant has attained IU scheduled 
production rate of 1,800,000 tons 
of Ingou a year, according to a 
spokesman for the firm.

• He said the giant Fairleas Works 
will continue a full-scale operation 
despite decreases in production at 
other U. 8. Steel plants. 
All ninfc of the huge plant’s 
open-hearth furnaces and its two 
blast furnaces have been placed 
In operation.

The school population in 
those two new "cities” has gone 
into the thousands from just about 
aero. 
Fight Growing Pains 
The other chief problems in the 
boom area are sewage lines, elater 
supply, bospital accommodations. 
public transportation, highway fa­ 
cilities and the police system.

long-range

started to keep the bonanza from 
becoming a catastrophe. 
The United States 8teel Corpo­ 
ration gave the boom its big push 
by erecting the $490,000,000 Fair­ 
less Works in 1951 after it and the 
Pennsylvania 
Railroad 
had 
ac­ 
quired, through strawman, thou­ 
sands of acres of farmland. 
Sft-Mlle Work Area 
Th# ateel mill, now approaching 
capacity, draws It* production fore* 


of 5,800 workers from a 35-mile 
radius. The area, with about 3,- 
000,000 residents and a good skilled 
labor market, could have supplied 
the needs of the mill with little 
difficulty.

Hi* hands trembling, his face 
twitching under the heavy glare 


Ranting much in the Hitler-styl*. 
Bormann wiggled his heavy black 
eyebrows menacingly at the more 
than one hundred newsmen. 
Repeatedly Col. Bormann boasted 
thai his secret police "knew more 
about the West German and Airier 
lean intelligence groups than they

Home Economics 
Nows

Holiday festivities need not ho 
spoiled by steins on favorite clothes 
or good table linen. 
Prompt action in wiping tip liq. 
aids or removing solids with a 
blunt Instrument is the antidote 
for steins. 
This action will prevent further 
soaking into the materia! which 
possibly could make the spot larger. 
Sponging lightly with cold water 
will remove many substances. 
Soap makes many stains hard to 
remove because It sets them. Greasy 
spots and stains can be removed 
with carbon tetrachloride or a simi­ 
lar cleaning fluid. Gleaning fluid 
should 
he 
used 
sparingly 
and 
sponged from the center of the 
spot to the edges with a light, lift­ 
ing motion. Plenty of ventilation is 
needed In a room where cleaning 
fluid la need. 
Greasy spots on chemical or man­ 
made fibers can he removed by 
sponging with a soapless shampoo. 
This method may prove more satis­ 
factory than the nee of cleaning 
fluid. 
Candia wax can be removed by 
lifting the wax with a blunt-edged 
knife and pressing the spot be­ 
tween two clean blotters with a 
warm Iron. This Is repeated until 
no farther wax shows on the blot­ 
ters. Then sponge lightly with 
cleaning fluid.

As we parents get more sense, 
we will buy good playthings for 
the child the year around Instead 
of showering him with so many 
all at ones. 
Parents should alt down to­ 
gether and draw up a budget they 
can afford and from which their 
child eaa profit during the next 
year, agreeing on the spending 
allotment for Christmas.

Choose only the toy suited to 
your child’s agt and develop-, 
ment, neither too old nor too with building blocks, kiddie car, 
young for Bim, and those he can j large wagon, sled, tricycle, and 
operate himself and enjoy with so on

liveness, promote satisfaction 
through achievement, and afford 
hours of wholesome fun.

Up to ll months, the baby 
needa objects to reach for, grasp, 
pull, handle, which are too big 
for him to swallow; push-and- 
pull toys, things to put Into one 
another, sound-producing toys. 
From two to four, he needs 
more push-and-pull toys as in­ 
centives to locomotion; and 
things to put together for ma­ 
nipulative skills, and aye-hand 
coordination. Also, places to 
climb, wagons to pull, rope* to 
swing, big balls to catch, mate­ 
rials for pounding, dolls and ac­ 
cessories, unbreakable dishes, 
and lots of blocks for building; 
crayons for drawing and coloring 
and large sheets of paper; sound 
toys, sandbox, and sand tools;

wonderful playthings on the 
market, but those which sell best 
are often the least useful toys.

Frotn Four to Six 
The child from four to six needs 
toys for Increasing muscular dex­ 
terity, such as equipment, slides, 
more wheel toys. He has great in­ 
terest in costumes and uniforms; 
creative materials, such as paints, 
finger paints, molding sets, easy 
weaving, blunt-pointed scissors, 
hammer, saw, boards; also toys 
to use with block-building and 
autos, a crane, planes, bor is, farm 
animals, too animals; and var­ 
ious construction toys — dump 
trucks, road-making toys, and so 
forth. 
As you study your child and his 
needs and inspect toys for sale 
carefully, you will choose many 
other good playthings.

"We feel that the Girl Scouts of 
Bucks County haev made four big 
forward steps In 1953.” says Mrs. 
Horace W. Watson, bf Newtown, 
president of the Bucks County Girl 
Scout Council. 
"We have bought our own ram p 
right here in the county. We have*' 
enlarged the staff of professional 
workers and have opened a branch 
office in Bristol to provide greater 
service to leaders and others in the 
southern part of the county. 
"We have Just completed our first 
year as a member agency of the 
Community Chest. And we show a 
significant growth in organization, 
especially in the new population 
centers. In other word*, we are 
serving not only the long-time resi­ 
dent* of the area, but the newer 
ones as well." 
toto Registered 
“ 
Facts and figures bear out Mrs. 
Watson's statem ent The number 
of girls registered in Girl Scout 
troops is now 2936, an Increase of 
nearly 400 over Jan. I, 1953. Twenty 
more troops are registered today, 
compared with last year. 
New troop* at Levittown 
ac­ 
counted for nine of the increase, 
and two new Brownie troops were 
organized in Fairless Hills. Adult 
workers now number 943, more 
then IOO more than in 1952. A new 
field director has been added to 
the professional staff, which now 
numbers four trained workers. 
"A much larger percentage of our 
Bucks County Girl Scouts attend 
camp than the Girl Scout national 
average,” Mrs. Watson continued. 
“Three hundred girls in 17 troops 
did what we call ‘troop camping* at 
some time during the year. This is 
overnight, 
or 
over-the-weekend 
camping, most of it at our new 
camp near Quakertown. 
Four hundred twenty-two Girl 
Scouts fro rn th# county attended 
the established camp — Camp 8fie- 
haqua, in the Pocono*. 
“We will continue to send our 
girls to this five-council camp as 
well as to our own camp. Five day 
camps were operated in the county 
for eight-day periods during July, 
which 300 girls attended through 
the day while living at home.” 
I rn proved Services 
Mrs. Watson says that Improved 
services to girls have been made 
possible through the Girl Scout 
neighborhood plan. The neighbor­ 
hood chairman In each of the 33 
neighborhoods maintains a library 
of books and records for tbs use of 
the troops, assists with troop or- 
anizatlon, gives program assistance 
and sponsors inter-troop activity. 
She is aided In her work by troop 
committees and troop loaders. 
One hundred 
fifty 
women 
of 
Bucks County completed the basta 
leadership course this year. A num­ 
ber of them have taken additional 
training In outdoor activities and 
troop camping. Still others have 
taken day courses In Day Camp 
training and some attended the 
Senior Round Table. 
Much emphasis has been placed 
this year on activities of the Senior 
(Brl Scouts, with a view to creating 
an interesting, vital program for 
this older age group. The girls 
themselves decide what their pro­ 
ram shall include. Frequently they 
have joined with Explorer Boy 
Scouts in planning and attending 
various events. 
• 
Enthusiasm Shewn 
"The enthusiasm and progres­ 
siven ess of everyone here who’s 
concerned with Girl Scouts,” says 
Mrs. Watson, "may be observed in 
their activities. Nineteen delegates 
from Bucks County were present 
at the National Girl Scout Conven­ 
tion in Cincinnati last fall. Several 
leaders took advanced training at 
Camp Edith Macy in New York 
State during the Bummer. We are 
constantly learning, and constantly 
evaluating our work 
and 
tech­ 
niques.”
